The Applicant argues that Hollar does not disclose a fixed assets management system for calculating depreciation expenses and 
revaluing fixed assets when fixed asset variations occur; a depreciation period setting module used to set appropriate depreciation periods 
for fixed assets in accordance with the types of fixed assets; a depreciation expense calculating module which can calculate depreciation 
expenses according to purchase prices, depreciation methods, and depreciation periods of fixed assets; or a fixed asset variation 
management module for revaluing fixed assets when fixed asset variations occur. In response, Hollar discloses a fixed assets 
management system for calculating depreciation expenses and revaluing fixed assets when fixed asset variations occur (p.2, 12-the 
system has a tax caclulator that can calculate depreciation and revalue the assets according to the calculated book value); a depreciation
